Boy Hit By Lightning

Over in Elko, Nev., they’ve 
never heard of anyone who was 
hit by lighting and lived to tell 
the tale, says San Rafael’s Buzz 
Bruns, who had it happen to 
him. 
The 19-year-old College of 
Marin student is home today, 
alive and well enough to talk 
about the experience. 
Buzz, whose real name is Wil­ 
lis Jr., is still weak from Mon­ 
day afternoon’s experience. He 
is being treated by two local 
doctors for ear injury and for 
the burns that 
stretch 
from 
head to toe. 
He still seems a little dazed. 
His hearing, at first, 
almost 
gone, has returned to the point 
where persons talking to him 
can speak in a normal tone of 
voice if they are within three 
or four feet. 
Buzz never know what hit 
him when he lost consciousness 
that afternoon (he can’t figure 
out how long he was out, but 
estimates over an hour.) 
He and a pal, Larry Weber, 
17, also of San Rafael, were 
alone'on a trail some 6,000 feet 
high in mountains near Winnd- 
mucca.

It had been raining and their 
clothes were wet. ,A bolt of 
lighting struck the ground sev­ 
eral hundred yards away.

Marin Demos Hear Humphrey 
Assail Ike 'Big Business' Rule 


Sen. Hubert Humphrey, part 
of a blitz team of bigwig Demo­ 
crats visiting California this 
week, laid the campaign issues 
on the line last night to 150 
Marin Democrats at a $10-a- 
plate dinner at the Kentfield 
home 
of 
state 
Democratic 
Chairman Roger Kent. 
He dished out what he term­ 
ed a “smorgasbord” of cam 
paign tidbits for Marin Demos 
to use in their struggle to cap­ 
ture California’s electoral votes 
for candidate Adlai Stevenson 
and to back him up with a 
Democratic Congress. 
The bill of fare included at­ 
tacks on (1) “big business” 
administration 
of 
President 
Eisenhower, (2) the “collective 
leadership” concept fostered 
by the administration; (3) “con­ 
temptible lies” on the farm 
situation 
(4) 
Eisenhower’s 
statements regarding the pro­ 
posal to cease H-bomb tests; 
(5) Eisenhower’s “refusal to 
exert leadership” in the inte­ 
gration issue, and other mat­ 
ters. 
Speaking in the 19th hour of 
his campaign day—he flew into 
Oakland airport early yester­ 
day from Minnesota after a 
stopover in Salt Lake City— 
Humphrey was nonetheless a 
vigorous challenger to the GOP 
which he termed a “minority, 
p a r o c h i a l 
and 
provincial 
party.” * 
He brought the Democrats 


in this “peculiar” (i.e., Repub- 
lican-majority) county hearten­ 
ing word. “I not only feel we 
should win, I feel we can win, 
I feel we will win” the presi­ 
dency in November. 
Humphrey, who said he had 
publicly stated in 1952 that the 
Democrats couldn’t win, made 
these predictions: 
“The Democrats will carry 
every single Southern state; 
“we’re going to carry every 
border state—Oklahoma, Mis­ 
souri, Tennessee, Kentucky and 


West Virginia;” things “look 
good” in Pennsylvania, equally 
good in Connecticut and Mas­ 
sachusetts, and “I believe we 
can make it in Minnesota.” 
He spoke of an upcoming 
photo finish in California and 
exhorted party adherents last 
night to “bend your efforts” to 
get the state in the Democratic 
camp.

Vincent’s 
last 
assignment 
was that of deputy chief for 
operations of Continental Air 
Defense Command at Colorado 
Springs.

Western Air Defense Force at 
Hamilton Air Force Base when 
he died in his sleep in Colo 
rado. 
He is survived by a wife 
Peggy, and three daughters 
and a son who were to be pres 
ent at the dedicatory cere 
mony today.

Prison Director Richard A. Mc­ 
Gee to Mexico. He will return 
to San Quentin a week from 
Monday. 
Early today, Nelson found 
that while there may have been

inmates,

plenty of it among Bay Area 
newspapermen, who beseiged 
the prison with phone calls 
after the story appeared this 
morning. 
EARLY CALL 
Complaint of the press was 
that the weapons apparently 
were discovered several days, 
ago, and there has been no re­ 
lease of information on the sub­ 
ject. Nelson finally called a 
press conference at 4 a.m. to­ 
day to make the matter public. 
During the press conference, 
incidentally, Nelson found the 
convict-made guns work effi­ 
ciently. 
Demonstrating 
how 
they work, he loaded one and 
pulled back the 
spring oper­ 
ated plunger intended to act 
as a firing pin. It did. The gun 
fired, sending a bullet through 
Nelson’s trouser leg, missing 
his leg by about an inch, and 
into the floor of his office.

The shakedown 
also unearthed 13 rounds of 
.38-caliber ammunition and the 
pair of knives. 
Nelson said investigation to 
determine when and where the 
guns and knives were made, 
and how the ammunition got 
into the prison, is continuing. 
On the ammunition question, 
Nelson listed these possibili­ 
ties: 
1. The cartridges may have 
come into the prison in Navy

He said that during that 
same week Stevenson went into 
Arkansas, the “heartland” , of 
integration

pledged that he would seek en­

Court decision outlawing school 
segration. “That is the differ­ 
ence between the two men,” 
Humphrey said. 
“If someone would but lead, 
we could do much to get com­ 
pliance and observance without 
having to resort to force.” 
The 45-year-old Humphrey, 
first Democratic senator from 
Minnesota in 100 years, hit re 
peatedly at Eisenhower for lack 
of leadership. He pictured the 
President as a captive of the 
Old Guard of the GOP who re 
fused to take responsibility for 
the inadequacies of his subor 
dinates. 
“As head of state, as com 
mander in chief, he cannot 
delegate 
his 
responsibility,” 
Humphrey said. He said Eisen­ 
hower had fostered the concept 
of collective leadership where­ 
by blame for mistakes never 
reached as high as the presi­ 
dency. 
The present administration 
was further characterized as 
dominated by “big business and 
big finance. 
“This adminis­ 
tration has literally run out of 
government any other repre­ 
sentation in the councils of 
government,” Humphrey said. 
“Hunt . 
. and you will find 
few if any representatives of 
farmers or labor. For a study 
of farm policies, who do they 
get?—the head of a big insur­ 
ance company.” 
“I do not believe in weight­ 
ing the power of government 


the major U. S. corporations 
and said these dividends last 
year represented more than the 
income of all America’s farm 
families. 
And “its a contempible lie,” 
Humphrey said, that the Eisen­ 
hower administration inherited 
a farm surplus “mess” in 1952. 
There were no farm surpluses 
in 1953, the senator said.

Columbus Saw America 


As Prosperous Land 


CAM BRIDGE, 
Mass. 
(IF) — 
Rome five centuries ago, Chris­ 
topher 
Columbus 
envisioned 
America as a land of prosperity 
•‘surpassing hum an belief.” 
This prediction is found in 
H arvard’s rare book library in 
a copy of one of the first let­ 
ters Columbus wrote after his 
1492 discovery of the “Indian 
islands.” One of these islands 
he found “so large, without any '> 
apparent end, that I believe it 
was not an island, but a con­ 
tinent.” 
“On the 33rd day after leav-j 
ing Cadiz I came into the In­ 
dian Sea where I discovered 
m a n y 
islands inhabited 
by 
num erous people,” 
Columbus 
wrote. “I took possession of all 
of them for our most fortunate 
king by making 
public 
pro­ 
clamation and unfurling 
his 
standard, no one making any 
reaistance.” 
This first governor of A m er­ 
ica described the land as “full 
of the greatest variety of trees 
reaching to the stars.” In the 
contract he signed 
April 17, 
1482, with the Spanish mon- 
archs, Ferdinand and Isabella, 
he received titles of viceroy 
and governor over the lands he 
discovered. 


Describing the people’, whom 
he called 
Indians, 
Columbus 
said “they are by nature tim id 
and fearful. 
“But when they see they are 
safe and all fear is banished, 
they 
are 
very 
guileless and 
honest, and very liberal of all 
they have,” Columbus wrote.

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TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Auditor Shouldn't Have To 
Pay Bills Out Of His Pocket 


One of the strangest financial situa­ 
tions in Marin government has placed 
the county auditor in a position of hav­ 
ing to pay his own court costs when he 
does his duty of protecting the citizens 
against something he believes to be le­ 
gally questionable. 
An the supervisors seem strangely 
unconcerned about the auditor's plight. 
The matter first came into promi­ 
nence when Auditor Leon deLisle, fear­ 
ing that a legal technicality might block 
use of the Scettrini ranch as a civic cen­ 
ter site, refused to write a check for 
the property until the court ruled on 
the matter. 
The supervisors, wanting to make the 
purchase, filed a friendly suit against 
the auditor to get it before the courts. 
But here comes the catcher. The super­ 
visors needed the services of the dis­ 
trict attorney’s office to prosecute the 
case. That left no one to defend the 
auditor. 
The auditor had to go out and hire 
private counsel to defend himself. Now 
private attorneys like to be paid. But 
the auditor doesn’t feel he should have 
to pay out of his own pocket for doing 
his duty. We don’t think he should eith­ 
er. Yet the supervisors have opened no 
way for the attorney to be paid. Thus 
the attorney has not received his fee. 
Now we are not in the business of col-

lecting attorneys’ fees. But we do think 
the bills of county officers doing their 
duty should be paid by the county. 
This is all the more important because 
the same situation is arising again. 
Right now the auditor, on advice of the 
district attorney’s office, has refused to 
allow the supervisors to make changes 
in the county tax roll because they were 
voted after the deadline for making 
such changes. 
The supervisors are determined to 
make the changes. They have ordered 
the district attorney to file suit against 
the auditor to force him to make .the 
changes. And here we go again. With 
the DA filing the charges against the 
auditor, who represents the auditor? 
There must be a sensible answer. 
There must be some way by which the 
county can pay for such legal services. 
There must be* a way other than having 
the auditor pay his own costs. If there 
isn’t, the auditor is going to think twice 
before questioning a financial transac­ 
tion, and questioning fiscal matters is 
the auditor’s job. 
Perhaps the board could assign the 
public defender to deLisle, or set up a 
budget for such -expenditures. 
In any event it is incumbent on the 
supervisors to see to it that a public of­ 
ficial doesn’t have to pay the county’s 
bills.

the Moscow line, said in a 
speech in East Berlin Sunday 
that East Germany now has 
the right to take its own path 
toward socialism. 


IT IS REPORTED, inciden­ 
tally, from London that Rus­ 
sia has doubled the strength 
of its troops in Poland since 
the Poznan riots of June 28. 
Poland has led the satellite 
trend away from Stalinism. 
The situation there is getting 
out of hand. 
There is an interesting an­ 
gle in the situation which con­ 
cerns the United States.

There never has been a 
national election in 
which 
both vice presidential nomi­ 
nees received as much atten­ 
tion from the press and from 
the voters as Richard Nixon 
and Sen. Estes Kefauver are 
getting today. 
There are ,two reasons. 
One is that each was nomi­ 
nated because he holds large 
political power in his own 
light—Nixon because of the 
substantial strength he has 
with a wide section of the Re­ 
publican party organization 
and Mr. Kefauver because of 
the popularity he has demon­ 
strated with a wide area of 
Democratic voters. 


THE OTHER reason is that, 
on the premise of President 
Eisenhower’s re-election, Vice 
President Nixon and Sen. Ke­ 
fauver will be ascendant po­ 
litical leaders in the Republi­ 
can and Democratic parties. 
If Eisenhower wins, Nixon 
will from the day of his inau­ 
gural be the leading candi­ 
date for the Republican presi­ 
dential nomination four years 
hence. 
If $tevenson loses, Kefau­ 
ver will suffer little from that 
defeat and will continue to be 
in a position to make a strong 
bid for the presidential nomi­ 
nation in 1960. 


QUITE APART from the 
increasing importance of the 
post of vice president, these 
are factors which make the 
Nixon 
and 
Kefauver 
cam­ 
paigns something more than 
tail-end kites to the Eisen­ 
hower and Stevenson tickets.

BUT COMPARE 1933 with 
the present in the terms of a 
constant dollar and things 
look a lot different. 
The cost of living now is 
around 117 per cent of the 
1947-49 average. In 1933 it 
was 55 per cent of that av­ 
erage. 
If, in other words, prices 
in 1933 had been as high as 
they are today the national 
income then would have been 
twice 
what 
it 
was. Or, if 
prices and wages today were 
what 
they 
were 
then, our 
present 
national 
i n c o m e 
would be reckoned at about 
half what it now appears— that 
is, 
only 
about three times 
what it was in 1933 in dollars 
of constant buying power, in­ 
stead of the seven-fold gain 
as figured in the varying dol­ 
lars.

Johnny Pair knows now that he 
must live the rest of his life in 
darkness. 
But he’s taking the grim 
news calmly, learning to feel 
his way about, riding his tri­ 
cycle, and playing to the best 
of his ability. 
Johnny’s cancerous right eye 
was removed Monday two years 
after the left eye was taken 
out in an effort to stop the 
spread of the malignancy. No 
one wanted to tell Johnny that 
he could never see again. 
Yesterday hia mother, Mrs. 
Bessie Pair, took him to Grady 
Hospital to have the bandages 
changed and the doctor decided 
it was time Johnny knew. 
“The eye was sick and I had 
to take it out to keep you 
alive," the doctor said.

take this bandage off, don’t 
open your eye because you 
won’t be able to see, Johnny.

Marin health and Humane 
Society officials are trying to 
locate a “friendly" boxer dog 
which licked a 17-month-old 
girls across the mouth Oct. 1, 
about 2 to 3 p.m. in the Safe­ 
way store parking lot on Mil­ 
ler avenue, Mill Valley. 
Health Officer Dr. Carolyn 
B. Albrecht said the girl’s 
mother is very upset, and 
health officials want to check 
on the health of the dog and 
learn if it has been vaccinated 
against rabies, but do not want 
to quarantine it.

New Pill May 
Replace Shot 
For Diabetics 


ANN ARBOR, Mich. (IB—New 
hope for diabetics has appear­ 
ed in the form of a pill which 
would allow such persons to 
discontinue insulin shots. 
But Dr. Stefan Fajans, a Uni­ 
versity of Michigan research 
scientist, said the new com­ 
pound, aryl sulfonylurea, is not 
yet ready for release to the 
public. 
Fajans said research on the 
pill still was in the early stages 
but that intensive work on the 
problem is under way at Mich­ 
igan and other institutions. He 
said he hoped the pill would 
be available for usage by dia­ 
betic patients in the “near fu­ 
ture." 
In another paper read be­ 
fore the same educational con­ 
ference on medical research 
attended by Fajans, Dr. Monte 
Greer of the University of Ore­ 
gon said certain vegetables con­ 
tain 
compounds 
which 
can 
cause goiter in people who eat 
them. 
Greer said the vegetables 
were safe if cooked. 


SAN FRANCISCO (W—The 
chief of the Air Force’s elec­ 
tronic defense set up said yes­ 
terday the nation’s newest sys­ 
tem of continental defense puts 
the United States far ahead of 
any other country. 
The 
new 
Semi-Automatic 
Ground Environment (SAGE) 
defense was described by Brig. 
Gen. Stanley T. Wray, in an 
address at the San Francisco 
Presidio Officers’ Club. 
BIG COMPUTERS 
SAGE, scheduled for con­ 
struction in the near future, 
will divide the United States 
into several sectors and sub­ 
sectors, Wray said, with each 
subsector equipped with the 
“world’s fastest and largest 
digital computers." 
These computers, he said, 
will put “electronic brains" to 
work in place of men and “will 
give the United States an air 
defense system way ahead of 
anything else in the world." 
Almost all possibility of hu 
man error will be eliminated 
through use of the computers, 
he said. 
TIME SAVING 
“Even more important,” the 
general added, “precious min 
utes will be saved—minutes 
that otherwise would have been 
required to interpret radar dis 
plays manually, plot them and 
report to the weapons direc 
tor." 
Wray also commands the 
Distant Early Warning (DEW 
system across 
Canada, 
and 
“White Alice," the Alaska com­ 
munications 
systems, 
b o t h 
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manually operated. 
In DEW and White Alice, 
planes are spotted on radar 
and the information is relayed 
by telephone to plotters and 
checked with flight plans. 
The system, Wray said, is 
time-consuming and inadequate 
to cope with today’s “threat of 
mass raids and the high speed 
of aircraft." 
When SAGE starts operating, 
he said, “all known flight plans 
and weather reports will be fed 
into the computer as soon as 
they are received, as well as 
information received from the 
Ground Observer Corps. 
“All of this data is stored 
. . and when a track is fee 
in from radar, the computer 
immediately goes to its mem 
ory to see if it can identify 
the track."

Despite protests from par­ 
ents, San An s e l mo School 
Board Wednesday night ap­ 
proved transportation for chil­ 
dren from k i n d e r g a r t e n 
through third grade only, but 
service will be expanded later.

3rd Polio Shots 
Available Soon 


Marin residents who are elig­ 
ible for their third polio shots 
from the health department’s 
supply of federally purchased 
vaccine may get the shots be­ 
ginning next Friday. 
Dr. Carolyn Albrecht, county 
health officer, made the an­ 
nouncement today. Polio shots 
are given at the health depart­ 
ment office in San Rafael, 
corner of Fourth street and 
Grand avenue, on Fridays from 
9:30 to 11:30 a.m. and from 2 
to 4 p.m. At the Marin City 
office, polio shots are admin­ 
istered Thursdays from 2 to 4 
p.m. Those eligible are persons 
from 6 months through 19 
years of age, and pregnant 
women. 


Those who have not had 
their first or second shots 
should come to the health de­ 
partment office right away if 
they want to take advantage of 
the free federally purchased 
vaccine, 
Dr. 
Albrecht said, 
After Oct. 19 when the third 
shots begin, the federal vac­ 
cine may be used up because 
the supply of this free vaccine 
is limited. 
Prior to Oct. 19, Dr. Albrecht 
said, it was felt that the limited 
supplies of federally purchased 
Salk vaccine should be used to 
provide first and second shots 
to as many persons as possible, 
thus providing at least partial 
protection for the largest pos­ 
sible number.

Ike Leads Adlai In Polls, But 
Often Below 1952 Margin 


By ASSOCIATED PRESS 
President Eisenhower is lead­ 
ing Adlai Stevenson in a wide 
variety of presidential 
polls, 
but often by a smaller margin 
than he did in 1952. 
A compilation of polls shows 
that to be the general trend 
whether in nationwide samp­ 
lings by professional public 
opinion experts or in regional 
straw ballots. 


There were some exceptions 
to the trend. 


In Vanderburgh County in 
Indiana, 
Eisenhower was re­ 
ported polling 63.2 per cent 
compared with his actual vote 
of 58.5 per cent in the 1952 
election. 


But a poll as of Sept. 18

Homestead, 
a 
weekly 
farm 
magazine, showed the Steven- 
son-Kefauver ticket leading the 
Eisenhower-Nixon slate 43 per 
cent to 35 per cent, with 22 per 
cent on the fence. 


This was an overturn from 
September 1952, when the Wal­ 
lace poll showed 53 per cent 
of the farm 
people favoring 
Eisenhower to 25 per cent for 


Stevenson, with 22 per cent 
undecided. 
The most recent Gallup poll, 
published Wednesday, h e l d 
that as of Oct. 1 Eisenhower 
was leading Stevenson 52 to 
40 per cent, with 8 per cent 
undecided. 


On Sept. 21, four years ago, 
Gallup reported: Eisenhower 
55 per cent; Stevenson 40 per 
cent, and 5 per cent undecided.
